All the wards were fully repre­ 
sented and the criminal court room 
was filled with enthusiastic demo­ 
crats last night when Chairman 
Carroll called the democratic city 
convention to order at 8 o'clock. 
Air. Carroll stated the object foi 
wliicli the convention was called 
and predicted a glorious victory as 
a result of the work of the intelli­ 
gent bodv of delegates before him 
and the splendid material at hand 
for the construction of a ticket.

th in k that a com prehensive state­ 
ment of the w h ole situation will 
sh o w that this particular sale has 
no such significance as iSIaj. M o re y 
implies. 
It is true that $5.10 at 
home 
is 
considerable 
above 
the 
general average of prices one year 


w i t h another, but it is mucli too 
isolated a fact to use as a criterion 
of a general situation. 
T h e price 
$5.10 at home is about equivalent 
to $5.40 on tlie 
market. 
E v e r y 
feeder k n o w s that on the present 
m a rket cattle good enough to bring 
$5.40 must be strictly choice in 
quality and w ith a finish in flesh 
that implies a long and expensive 
feed. 
Such cattle have to bring a 
lon g price in order to pay out, and 
the probabilities are that the feeder 
in this case has nothing more than 
a reasonable profif in his feed. 
M oreover, cattle of this kind are 
exc eed in gly rare, and form so in ­ 
significant a proportion of the to­ 
tal receipts as to give no fair idea 
of average prices. 
T h e general run 
of cattle fed in Pettis coun ty are 
w o r th from 50 to 60 cents a hun ­ 
dred less tlian the price quoted. 
Sin ce last S eptem ber the highest 
price obtained b y a Pettis county 
feeder, 
w h ic h 
has 
come to m y 
k n o w le d g e , 
w as 
received 
by 
J. M . Coats. 
T h e price was jfiq.75, 
and the cattle,"though far above the 
general run of fat cattle both in 
quality and flesh, 
lost money to 
the 
shipper. 
Instead 
of 
being 
w o r th $5.10 at home, the average 
cattle of Pettis county, 
as every 
feeder k n o w s,a re worth from $4.50 
to $4.60. Tliis is neither a specially 
high nor specially lo w price. 
E v e n 
a 
high 
price 
does 
not 
necessarily 
im p ly 
profit 
to 
the 
feeder. 
T h e stock cattle and feed 
m a y be so high in proportion as 
to leave him no margin for profit. 
T h i s is exactly 
the 
situation at 
present. 
Stockers and feeders are 
fully as high as fat cattle. 
T h e 
man w h o buys cattle to feed must 
have 
an 
advance 
in 
price 
per 
pound for the cattle w h en fat over 
w h a t he paid for the thin cattle. 
A c c o r d i n g to the cost of fattenin g 
this necessar}’ margin varies from 
about 75 cents to if 1.50 per hun­ 
dred. 
In figuring 
the 
profit or 
loss of a feed 
this margin con ­ 
stitutes 
probably 
the 
principal 
factor. 
A t the present time there is no 
m argin at all. 
If the market re­ 
mains steady the man w h o buys 
feeders and ^fattens them will get 
no more per hundred than he paid, 
and that w ou ld be a losing busi­ 
ness.
